1  HIS  Chapter  opens  with  the  exhortation  of 
St.  Paul,  *  "  that  Supplications,  Prayers,  Inter- 
cessions, and  giving  of  Thanks,  be  made  for  all 
men;"  that  is,  for  all  mankind,  without  distinc- 
tion of  rank,  or  country,  or  religion ;  for  f  "  Jew 
and  Greek,  Barbarian  and  Scythian,  bond  and 
free  ;"  for  all  who  sincerely  professed  the  faith

of  Christ,  and  even   ior  all  who   laboured  to 
extinguish  it,  by  violence  and  blood. 

Indeed,  in  tlie  days  of  the  Apostle,  this  was 
too  often  the  policy  of  *  *'  Kings,  and  of  those 
who  were  in  authority;"  and  yet,  to  ///^vV  bene- 
fit his  exhortation  is  specially  directed.  The 
natural  tendency  of  such  prayers  would  be,  to 
mitigate,  if  not  disarm,  the  rage  of  persecu- 
tion; to  soften,  if  not  subdue,  that  prejudice, 
which  condemned  the  Disciples  of  Christ  as 
enemies  to  Civil  Government,  and  disturbers  of 
public  tranquillity;  and  thus,  to  enable  them 
to  f "  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life,  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty." 

But  the  ground  on  which  St,  Paul  mainly 
rests  his  precept  is,  that  the  manifestation  of 
this  diffusive  Charity  in  their  prayers  %  "  is  good 
and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  their  Saviour; 
who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to 
come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth."  In 
other  words,  it  is  "  good  and  acceptable"  to 
the  Almighty,  because  it  accords  with  the  un- 
bounded benevolence  of  his  purpose  in  the 
redemption  of  the  world. 


•  Verse  2. 
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The  real  wants  of  all  mankind,  in  every  re- 
gion, and  at  every  period,  are  substantially  the 
same.     All  are   continually  dependent  for  ex- 
istence itself  on  the  One  Supreme  Ruler  of  the 
world.      All  equally  stand   in   need  of  a  Re- 
deemer; because   all  inherit  a  corrupt  and  de- 
graded nature,    and  *  "  all  have  sinned,    and 
come   short  of  the  glory  of  God."     He  is  no 
local    or   capricious,    Deity,    circumscribed    in 
hpowie,^-e,   in  power,  or  in   will,    and  there- 
fore ^^a;Y<'V%  confifiing  the  blessings  of  redemp- 
tJOL  to  faaiiiies,  or  to  nations.     He  sets  up  no 
grourKJlt:?s    .ind   aiHtr,ory   distinctions  between 
tho.<e  who  aic  alilie  his  cliildren.

Hence,  the  relation  which  the  Saviour  bears 
to  men,  in  the  execution  of  his  Mediatorial 
->ffice,  is  plain  1,  represented  as  commensurate 
with  that  of  the  Creator  to  his  creatures.  As 
God  created  all  men,  so  is  Christ  the  Mediator 
of  all  men.  On  these  grounds-,  St.  Paul  ex- 
pressly declares  it  to  be  the  Divine  purpose, 
that  "  all  men  should  be  saved,  and  comq 
unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.'*

None, 
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None,  then,  are  altogether  exchided  from 
the  benefit  of  Christ's  Mediation.  None,  ex- 
cept through  their  own  wilful  demerits,  can 
be  placed  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  its  in- 
fluence. For  *  "  He  gave  himself  a  ransom 
jor  all-;'  not  for  a  single  generation,  but  for  all 
the  generations  of  men;  not  for  a  few  elect 
and  favoured  individuals,  but  for  every  indivi- 
dual of  the  whole  human  race. 

•  Moreover,  he  thus  «  gave  himself  a  ransom 
for  all,  to  be   testified  in  due  time."     By  our 
Translators,  in  the   margin  of  our  Bible,  the 
word  is  more  literally  rendered,  "  a  testimony." 
And  whether  we   adopt,    or   reject,  the  read- 
ing of   some  valuable  f  Manuscripts,    and  of 
one  of  the  ancient  Versions,  we  may,  perhaps, 
safely  understand  it  to  mean,  '*  of  which  a  tes- 
timony xvas  given,  at  his  own  proper  and  pecu- 
liar time"— an  ample  testimony,  indeed,  of  the 
truth  of  Prophecy;    of   the   fulfilment  of  the 
Divine  Promises;    and  of   the  infinite  wisdom 
and  goodness  of  God,   who   thus  provided  for 
the  redemption  of  his  fallen  and  guilty  creatures, 
in  the  best  manner,  and  at  the  fittest  season.

First,  the  UnivcrsalUy  of  the  Redemption  pur^ 
chased  hy  the  blood  of  C/irw^•— Secondly,  the 
final  extent  of  the  Divine  Purpose  in  the  Gospel 
Dispensation;  and.  Lastly,  the  fitneu  of  the

I.  Now,  the  Doctrine  of  universal  redemp- 
tion perfectly  coincides  with  the  purest  con- 
ceptions we  can  form  of  the  Moral  Attributes 
of  God ;  whilst  the  opposite  opinion  is  utterly 
irreconcilable  either  with  his  Justice  or  his 
Mercy.    . 

Be  it  observed,  too,  that  wc  are  not  left  to 
infer  so  momentous  a  truth  from  a  single  pas- 
sage of  Scripture,  however  unambiguous  be  its 
language,  and  however  definite  its  meaning. 

Unquestionably,  this  Doctrine  best  harmo- 
nizes with  the  original  purpose,  and  ultimate 
object,  of  the  Divine  *  Promises,  respecting 
the  future  Saviour.  It  is  most  consistent  with 
the  views  of  his  f  Office  and  Mission,  as  they 
were  delineated  in  the  writings  of  the  Prophets, 
long  before  his   coming  in  the  flesh.     In  the

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New  Testament  it  is  more  iully  and  distinctly 
unrulded.  And  if  we  there  read,  that  the 
liirth  of  Ciinst  wa-  uinounced  by  an  Angel  to 
the  Sheplierds  of  Bctlilehcm,  as  *  "  good  tidings 
of  great  joy  which  should  be  to  all  People;"  if, 
at  the  same  moment,  in  terms  equally  compre- 
hensive, "  a  multitude  of  the  Angdir;  Host" 
triumphantly  proclaimed,  -[  "  Peace  on  earth, 
good-will  iowanh  Men-" — if  the  Baptist  em- 
phatically pointed  to  Jesus,  as  J  "  the  Lamb  of 
God,  which  taketh  away  l/ic  Siii  of  the  World;'* 
— if  the  "  Son  of  Man"  hinuelf  explicitly  de- 
clared, that  he  §  '*  came  to  give  his  life  a  ran- 
som J  or  inavyr  and  that  he  w^ould  ||  "  give  his 
flesh ybr  the  Life  of  the  JVodd-y' — if,  at  the  last 
Supper,  inmiediate!y  before  his  Passion,  he  re- 
presented <^[  "  1  is  blood  as  shed  J  or  manyy  for 
the  ycmission  of  sins,"  and  if,  after  his  resurrec- 
tion, when  ■**  '*  all  power  had  been  given  to 
him  in  heaven  and  in  earth,"  he  commanded  that 
-j-f-  **  Repentance  and  remission  of  si?is  should 
be  preaclied  ai  his  Name  among  all  Nations;'' — 
If  again,  the  Apo.vdcs,  after  ihcy  had  been

ie    not  willing  that  amj  ehould   perish,   but  that 
^///sliould  come  to  repentance  ;"—if  the  beloved 
Disciple   assure   us,    that  f  "  Jesus  Christ  the 
righteous  Is  the  prop.flatlon   for  o      Sins,  and

For  it  is  not 
like  the  Law  given  by  Moses,  either  limited 
m  Its  duration,  or  seeminglj^  exclusive  in  its 
spirit. 

^    And  here,  I  must  not  be  understood  to  speak 
irreverently  of  the  Mosaic  Law,  or  to  insinuate, 
that  even  thi.  comparatively  imperfect  commu- 
nicatron  of    the  Divine  Will  was   not    substan- 
tially  founded  in  principles  of  the  most  diffusive 
benevolence.  This  temporaryconfinementof  the 
hght  of  Revelation   perhaps  contributed  much 
to  Its  subsequent  brightness  and  splendor.     This 
limitation    of  Divine    Knowledge   to  a   single 
people  may,  for  a  time,  have  been  even  essen^ 
tial  to  Its  preservation  in  the  world.     It  wa:,,  at 
least,  a  wise  and    merciful  preparation  for  that 
clearer   and  wider  display  of  Heavenly  Truth, 
which  has  since  been  made  by  the  Gospel. 

The  Gospel  itself,  however,  most  assuredly 
l)reathes  nothing  but  universal  benevolence. 
Moreover,  it  has  no  reference  to  any  future 
Dispensation  of  Religion.  It  speaks  of  no  new 
Prophet  or  Messenger  of  the  Most  High,  des, 
tined  hereafter  to  arise,  and  to  enlighten  the 
world.     It  has  r.o   types  and    *  "  shadows  of

If  they  wilfully  reject  this  guide, 
tbey  are  *  solemnly  warned,  that  no  fre'h  of- 
fers of  Mercy  cun  be  hoped   for,  and  no  fur- 
ther a.ds  of  D.vine  Grace  expected ;  tbat  there 
s  no  new  rat^om  to  he  paid,  no  od>er  Mediator, 

to  intercede  for  their  trarisgressions. 
In  the  mean   time,  the  Doctrines   tanght 

by  the  Gospel    the  D.TIBS  it  has  inioined,.-fnd 
'be  few  and  stmple  Rites  it  has  instituted.  .11 
Clearly  mark  its  adaptation  to  the  most  remo 
ages,  and  distant  countries.

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religion,  in  consequence  of  his  death  on  the 
cross,  were  presignified,  when  he  foretold,  that, 
*  "  if  he  were  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  he  would 
draw  all  men  unto  him/*  And^  above  all,  the 
Divine  Purpose  Is  fully  manifested  in  that  last 
and  highest  commission  which  the  Son  of  God 
gave  to  his  Apostles — t*'Go  ye  into  all  the  loorld, 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,'" -^t "  Go 
ye,  and  teach  all  nationsy  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost."  For  what  other  purpose, 
indeed,  were  the  Apostles  endowed  with  the 
gift  of  tongues  ?  And  to  what  other  end  did 
they  willingly  devote  their  hves,  §  '*  in  weariness 
and  pahifulness,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  jour- 
neyings  often,  in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  in 
the  wilderness"  ?  Nor  let  it  be  forgotten,  that  St. 
Paul,  whose  **  labours"  in  the  propagation  of  the 
Gospel  were  most  "  abundant,"  has  vindicated 
the  neccssitJjo^  this  unlimited  commission,  on  the 
irrefragable  principle,  that  ||  "God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons" ;  and  that  ^  *'  tl>ere  is  therefore  no 
difference  between  the  Jew  and  the  Greek  ;  for

tarat?— Quare  Salvator,  qui  dictus  est,  sese  tot  sKculis  sub- 
duxitr

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greatest  of  all  Blessings  reserved  for  *  '•  tlie  last 
days,"  for  f "  the  ends  of  the  world,"  as  they 
are  termed  ?  And,  lastly,  AVhy  do  we  find  the 
la.th  of  Christ  so  impcrfeclly  promulgated, 
even  at  the  present  hour  ?  Why  are  unnum- 
bered millions  of  our  fellow-creatures  still  left  to 
-1- "  sit  m  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death  " 
Ignorant  of  the  true  God,  and  knowing  not 
even  the  name  of  a  Redeemer  ?  " 

Now  the  whole  of  this  objection  against 
the  credibility  of  the  Gospel,  whatever  be  the 
precise  form  it  takes,  seems  to  rest  almost  en- 
tirely on  two  positions,  neither  of  which  has 
any  solid  foundation  in  fact. 

For,  first,  it  assumes,  that  infinite  goodness 
would  not  confer  a  signal  blessing  on  any  oV 
the  Sons  of  Men.  without  extending  it,  in  like 
■nianmr,  and  in  equal  degree,  to  alt.     And.  se- 
condly. ,t  supposes,  that,  on  the  principles  of 
the  Gospel,  no  provision  is  made,  either  for 
the  Salvation    of  those    who  died    before   the 
commg  of  Christ,  or  of  those,  to  whoin,  sinee

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that  event,    the  saving  truths  of  his  Rehgion 
have  never  been  proclaimed. 

The  first  of  these  assumptions  is  refuted 
even  by  daily  experience  and  observation.  It 
is  alike  contradictory  to  the  whole  tenor  of 
God's  dealings  with  Man,  in  al!  his  dispensa- 
tions, of  Nature,  of  Providence,  and  of  Grace, 

How  dissimilar  are  both  the  Methods  and 
the  Measures,  by  which  the  Almighty,  in  the 
ordinarij  course  of  Nature^  distributes  his  gifts 
to  his  creatures  ?  How  various  in  kind,  and  in 
quantity  how  unequal,  is  the  produce  of  dif- 
ferent soils .  and  climates  ?  How  unlike  are  the 
talents,  the  tempers,  the  constitutions  of  men, 
it  may  be,  ip  different  ages  and  nations,  but 
certainly  in  individuals,  existing  at  the  same 
time,  and  Inhabiting  the  same  Country  ? 

Again,  In  what  different  proportions  does 
the  Most  High  bestow  the  blessings  of  his  Pro- 
vidence, on  the  Subjects  of  that  Moral  Govern- 
ment, which  has  undoubtedly  commenced  in 
this  Life,  though  it  will  not  be  perfected  till 
we  shall  have  passed  into  another  state  of  exist- 
ence ?  -'^  "  The  race  is  not  always  to  the  swift, 


*  Ecclcsiastes,  ix.  11. 
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nor  the  battle  to  the  strong,  neither  yet  bread 
to  the  wise,  nor  yet  riches  to  men  of  under- 
standino." 

I-astly,  in  the  commiiniration  of  Revealed 
Religion  itself,  not  only  very  dilTercnt  propor- 
tions of  light  and  knowledge  have  been  granted 
to  those  who  were  confessedly  the  objects  of  it, 
in  distant  ages,  but  also  the  testimony  vouchsafed 
to  them  of  its  truth  has  been  materially  dii- 
ferent,  both  in  kind  and  degree. 

"  God"  hath  indeed  manifested  himself  to 
the  Sons  of  Men  *  *'at  sundry  times,  and   in 
divers  manners."   The  Patriarchal,  the  Mosaic, 
and  the  Christian  Dispensations  are  intimately 
connected,  and  derive  from  each   other  much 
important   illustration  and  support.     But  they 
differ,  as  well  in  the  Evidence  by  which  they 
WTre  originally  accompanied,  as  in  the  extent 
to  which  they  make  known  the  Will    of  the 
Almighty,  respecting  the  present  cpnduct,  anc^ 
future  condition,  of  Man, 

They  too  who  have  lived  under  one  and  the 
SAme  Dispensation  of  Religion,  but  at  different 


Hebrews,  i.  i. 
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periods  of  time  liave  ofien  been  placed  in  cir- 
cumstances most  dissimilar,  with  respect  to  the 
very  grounds  of  their  faith.     To  all,  indeed,  in 
every  age,  Evidence  to  satisfy,  and  Knowledge 
sufficient  to  direct,  reasonable  beings,  ha-  been 
amply  allbrdcd.  Yet  the  sitiMtion  of  the  ^qsw,  for 
example,  who  lived  between  the  time  of  Malachi 
and  the  Advent  of  our  Saviour,  differed  materially 
from  that  of  him  who  witnessed  the  Prophetic 
Spirit  showered  down  on  the  peculiar  people  of 
God  ;— and   it  differed  yet  more  widely  from 
i\\^  condition  of  his  earher   ancestors,  who  be- 
held  the  stupendous  works  wrought  by  the  Al- 
mighty for  their  deliverance,  in  Egypt,  in    .ic 
Wilderness,  and  on  their  first  entrance  into  the 
Land  of  Promise.      We  ourselves,    also,    are 
placed  in  circumstances  very  unlike  those  of 
the    first  Converts  to  Christianity,   who    daily 
beheld  the  Miracles,  and  daily  listened  tp  the 
words,  of  *  '»  God  manifest  in  the  flesh,'* 

There  is  therefore  np  foundation  whatever 
fci  tne  main  position  on  which  the  objection 
pf  the  Unbeliever  evidently  rests.     It  is  mos^ 
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plainly  contradictory  to  the  general  analogy  of 
Nature,  and  the  general  tenor  of  God's  Moral 
Government  of  the  world,  which  agree  exactly 
with  the  method  he  has  purscod  in  communi- 
cating the  Revelation  of  his  Will  to  Man. 

Equally  groundless  Is  the  assumption,  that, 
on  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  no  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  Salvation,  either  of 
those  who  died  before  the  coming  of  Christ, 
or  of  those  to  whom,  in  after  times,  the  saving 
truths  of  his  Religion  have  never  been  made 
known.  For,  if  there  be  any  thing  of  truth,  or 
correctness,  in  the  view  now  taken  of  diis  im- 
portant subject,  the  death  of  Christ  must  have 
been  retrospective^  as  well  as  prospective,  in  its 
effect.  It  must  have  reached  backward,  even 
to  the  earliest  promise  of  a  Redeemer,  and 
forward,  to  the  consummation  of  all  things. 

Thus^  if  they  fail  not  to  oh  fain  it  throng  k 
their  oiV7i  wilful  dcmeritSy  Ji><-  vln  ighty  appears 
to  have  provided  ibr  the  final  happiness  of  all  ; 
though  unquestionably  he  has  allotted  to  man- 
kind, in  different  ages,  and  cvtu  in  the  same 
age,  situations  of  greater  or  less  advantage, 
with   respect  to  the   knowledge   pf  his  Will. 

Reason! 
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Reason,  m-lecd.  vuggc.ts  that  a  just  and  om< 
msc.c„t  God  will  noi  demand,   of  frail   and 
'all.ble  beings,  qualities  incompatible  with  the 
conduio..  in  which  they  are  placed ;  an<l  that 
lie  Will  never  exact  from  ihem  a  degree  of  per- 
'oction,  which  he  has  denied  them  the  know- 
edge,  oi  the   power,  to  attain.     Accordingl,', 
the  holy  Scriptures  assert,  that,  «  "  in  every 
t-ation,    he   that   fcareth    God.   and   ^^orkuh 
righteousness,   is  accepted  with  him;"— that 
■I-  "  when  the  Gentiles,  which  have  not  the  Law' 
do  by  nature  the  things  contained  in  the  Law' 
these,    raving    not  the  Lv.v,  are  a  la.v  unto 
themselves  ;"_t!,at  %  -  the  servant  which  Knew 
"ot  his  Lord's   will,    and  did    commit   tl,in<.3 
worthy  of  stripes,    shall  I.e   beaten    with   fe^ 
stripes; "-and   las:Iy,    that  §'••  if  there  be  a 
willing  mind,  it  is  accepted  according  to  that 
a  man  liath,  and  not  according  to  that  he  hath 
not." 

Certain  it  is,  that  all  who  shall  be  saved,  from 
the  creation  of  the  world  to  its  final  dissolution, 
whether  within  or  without  tJie  Covenant  of 
Mercy,  will  owe  that  Sahation  to  the  Merits  of 
the  crucified  Jesus.     He  lias  expressly  told  us.

A  Sermon  before  the  Society 


that  *  "in  his  Father's  house  are  many  Mansions:' 
And  undoubtedly,  all  "  the  holy  and  humble 
in  heart,"  of  every  age  and  nation ;  the  vener- 
able Patriarch,  the  pious  Israelite,  the  virtuous 
•  Heathen,  the  faithful  Christian ;  all,  who  shall 
be  admitted  even  to  the  lowest  of  those  blissful 
Mansions,  will  be  admitted  for  His  sake,  and 
through  His  Mediation  alone.  For  f  **  there  is 
none  other  name  under  Heaven,  given  among 
men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved." 

But  let  me  not  be  thought  to  depreciate, 
in  the  slightest  degree,  the  unspeakable  importance 
of  A  Knowledge  of  our  most  holy  Religion, 
wherever  its  attainment  is  possible.  Let  me 
not,  for  a  moment,  be  supposed  to  derogate 
"  one  jot,  or  one  tittle,"  from  the  absolute  neces- 
sity  of  that  Christian  Faith,  and  Christian 
Profession,  so  plaiiily  required  of  all  to  whom 
liie  truths  of  the  Gospel  have  been  fairly  pro- 
pounded. Still  less,  r  beseech  you,  let  me 
be  understood  to  weaken  the  sense  of  that  Sa- 
cred Obligation,  by  which  we  arc  bound  to 
make  every  rational  and  legitimate  clTort,  for  th- 
extension  of  our  Redeemer's  kingdom. 


*John  XIV,  2. 
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When  the  power  of  working  miracl' .  and 
the  other  extraordinary  gifts  of  the  Spirit  were 
withdrawn,  the  agency  of  Man,  in  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel,  was  to  depend  for  sup* 
port  on  the  ordinary  influence  of  Divine  Grace, 
preventing  and  assisting  him  in  every  wise  and 
honest  enueavour.  The  progress  of  Christianity, 
therefore,  from  that  period,  must  necessarily 
have  depended,  in  a  still  greater  degree  than 
before,  on  the  union  of  zeal,  and  wisdom, 
and  purity,  in  its  followers ;  and  in  proportion 
as  these  quaht'cs  have  thus  flourished,  or  de- 
cayed, among  Christians,  has  usually  been  its 
growth,  or  its  declension,  in  the  world. 

If,  then,  it  be  enquired.  Why,  instead  of  ad- 
vancing,  the  Gospel  has,  in  many  regions, 
receded  far  within  its  ancient  limits;— -Why 
Churches  founded  by  the  Apostles  themselves, 
or  celebrated  in  the  earlier  annals  of  Ecclesias' 
tical  History,  have  cither  vanished  from  the 
earth,  or  sunk  into  utter  insignificance,  amidst 
the  impurities  of  Paganism,  or  the  delusions  of 
Mahometan  Imposture  ?— The  answer  is  brief, 
and  obvious— On  account  of  the  manifold  cor- 
ruptions  and  impieties,  the  heresies  and  schisms, 
of  their  degenerate  sons. 
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In  some  extraordinary  cases/ indeed,  specially 
foretold  by  the  Spirit  of  Prophecy,  ^./e  know 
that,  under  a  judicial  ii  .erposition  of  Divine 
Providence,  *  -  the  Kingdom  of  God  was  taken 
away  from  them,  because  they  brought  not  forth 
Its  fruits." 

If.  again,  it  still  be  asked,  Why  the  Religion 
of  Christ  has  made  so  little  progress  among  the 
Heathen,    in  these  later  ages  ?-We  answer, 
because  its  course  has  been  impeded,  partly,  by 
the  prejudices,  and   the  passions,  of  those  to 
wJiom  it  was  addressed  ;^partly,  by  the  unwise 
and  unhallowed  means  sometimes  employed  for 
Its  Propagation  ;— but  chiefly,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
by  the  vicious  lives  and  scandalous  examples 
ot  profe£sed  believers,  in  their  intercourse  witli 
unbelieving  nations  ;—by  the  total  want  of  re- 
bgious  feeling,  and  of  religious  principle,  in 
many;  and  by  frigid  apathy,  or  contemptuous 
indifference,  in  more  ;~-by  the  spirit  of  ambi- 
tion,  ever  occupied  in  extending  its  conquests, 
but  caring  not  for  the  enlargement  of  our  Re- 
deemer's  Kin^  v^ni;.-and  by  the  spi-it  of  com- 
merce,  insatiably  thirsting  for  gold,  whilst  ut^ 
terly  regardless  of  the  treasures  of  the  Gospel, 
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But,  liaving  "  freely  received"  these  great 
blessings  ourselves,  surely,  even  the  common 
feelings  of  benevolence  must  incline  us  "freely" 
to  communicate  them  to  others.  To  us,  un- 
doubtedly, our  knowledge  of  the  Divine  Pur- 
pose, so  far  as  we  are  capable  of  comprehend- 
ing it,  supplies  a  firm  ground  of  obligation  to 
this  duty.  In  our  hearts,  it  is  enough  to  kindle 
a  holy  and  rational  Zeal,  that  we  understand 
generally  the  Divine  Prophecies,  respecting  the 
final  extent  of  the  Gospel  Dispensation.  But 
never  let  us  presume  to  pry  too  curiously 
into  the  liidden  meaning  of  all  their  subor- 
dinate parts,  and  minuter  circumstances.  Still 
less  let  us  attempt  to  explain  dogmatically 
*  "  before  the  time"  come,  either  the  exact 
period  destined  by  Divine  Wisdom  for  their  ful- 
filment, o;-  the  precise  methods,  and  particular 
agents,  by  which  they  will  ultimately  be  ac- 
complished. 

Whilst  we  repel  the  cavils  of  the  Infidel,  let 
us  carefully  avoid  the  impatience  of  the  pious, 
but  erring  Believer.     Let  us  recollect,  that  the 
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reasoning  of  *  St.  Peter,  respecting  the  second 
Advent  of  our  Lord,  is  not  less  strictly  applicable 
to  the  universal  diffusion  of  his  Gospel :  "  The 
Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise,  as 
some  men  count  slackness.  For  with  him,  one 
day  is  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years 
as  one  day.'* 

In  obedience  to  the  injunctions  of  Christ,  we 
daily  offer  up  our  Petitions    o  the  Throne  of 
Grace,   that  "  His  Kingdom  may  come."     At 
stated  periods   also,    in    compliance   with    the 
forms  of  our  own  most  pure  and  holy  Liturgy, 
and   in   conformity  with   the   practice  of   the 
Primitive  Church,  we  pray  "  for  all  Jews,  Turks, 
Infidels,  and  Heretics,'    hat  they  may  be  brought 
to  the  acknowledgmciu  of  the  truth.     But  our 
use  of  these  Petitions  can  never  be  rational,  or 
sincere,   if  we  strive   not,   by  proper  meansy  to 
accelerate  the  event  for  which  we  pr^.^/ 

Our  duty,  then,  is  too  plain  to  be  mistaiien, 
and  too  Imperious  to  be  neglected.  Since  re- 
ligious knowledge,  like  all  other  knowledge,  is 
IqL  t3  be  communicated  by  the  instrumentality

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of  man,  it  behoves  us  wisely  and  strenuously  to 
sustain  the  part  assigned  to  us,  in  submission  to 
the  T-ine  Will,  and  in  furtherance  of  the  Divine 
Pur  .(>•       In  doing  this,  let  us  take  the  Apostles 
of  Christ  for  our  model,  always  making  a  just 
allowance   for    the    momentous   difference   of 
circumstances,   and  of  times.     For  tkei/  acted 
under  a  special  mission  from  Heaven.     Tliei/ 
were   endowed  with  special  and  extraordinary 
poivers,  of  which  they  afforded  sensible  demon- 
strations.    Thei/  were  not  unfrequcntly  taught 
by  the  particular  suggestions  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
*  where  to  employ,  and  where  to  withhold  their 
efforts. 


He  wlio  now  endeavours  to  promote  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel,  whether  by  his  pecu- 
niary aid,  or  by  his  own  personal  exertions, 
cannot  expect  these  extraordinari/  directions 
from  above.  This  would  be  most  unwarrantable 
presumption.

our  labours;  and,  whatever  be  the  success  of 
tliose  labours,  to  him  wc  must  ascribe  the  glory. 
Yet,  in  speaking  either  of  our  own  exertions, 
or  of  the  effect  produced  by  them,  never  should 
we  apply  to  ourselves  expressions,  or  passages, 
of  Holy  Writ,  strictly  appropriated  to  the  Apos- 
tolic age,  and  to  the  first  inspired  Teachers  of 
the  Gospel.  Thus  to  imitate  the  conduct  of 
Fanaticism,  by  a  gross  misapplication  of  Scrip- 
tural Language,  would  disgrace  and  injure  our 
Cause. 


Let  us  therefore  steadily  pursue  our  course 
of  Duty,  with  a  Zeal  enlightened  by  knowledge, 
and  tempered  with  discretion; — without  pre- 
tending to  special  accomplishments  of  Prophecy, 
brought  about  by  our  own  particular  agency ; 
and  without  daring  to  assume,  that  the  effect 
of  our  own  best  efforts,  or  the  result  of  our  own 
mightiest  combinations,  is  the  direct  and  imme- 
diate work  of  God. 

While  wc  thus  trust,  ^  ith  unsliaken  confi- 
dence, in  the  Promises  of  the  Most  High,  a.id 
faithftdly  endeavour  to  discharge  the  Obliga- 
tions he  has  imposed  on  us,  let  us  leave  the 
event  to  Illm— ever  remembering  that  just  and 
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dignified  Rebuke  of  the  medT^iiFhd^ 
Jesus,  when  his  Disciples  impatiently  enquired, 
*  "  Lord,  wilt  thou,  at  this  time,  restore  again 
the  kuigdom  to  Israel  ?— It  is  not  for  you  to 
hiow  the  limes,  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Fathev 
hath  put  in  his  own  power."

KI N  G  William  lit.  was  graciouflypleafed, 
on  the  1 6  th  of  June^  1701,  \o  eredl 
and  fettle  a  Corporation  with  a 
perpetual  fuccejjiony  by  the  name  of  The  So- 
ciety FOR  THE  Propagation  of  the 
GosPE  IN  Foreign  Parts;  for  the  re^ 
ceivingy  managing^  and  dfpofng  of  the  contri- 
butions of  flic h  pcrfons  as  woziUf  be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a  Learned  ajid  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  offuch  other  provifion  as  might  be  nccejjary 
for  the^  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information y  that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations, Colonies,  and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feasy  the  provifion  for  Minijlers  was 
mean,  and  many  other  of  our  faid  Planta- 
tions, Colonies,  and  Factories,  were 
*LvhoUy  unprovided  of  a  tnaintcnance  for  Mini/lers, 
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and  the  public  worjhip  ofGod;  and  that,  for  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenance   of  fuch,    many  of 
his  loving  fubjeBs  ivanted  the  adminijiraticji  of 
God's  JVord  and  Sacraments,  and  feemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Athcifm  and  Infidelity,  and  others  of 
them  to  Popifh  Siiperfiition  and  Idolatry. 

Tlie  Society  was  compofed,  by  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  f-^veral  Lords  and  eminent  per- 
fons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  elcdl,  from 
time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members  of 
the  Corporation,  as  they,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  (liould  think  beneficial  to  their  charit- 
able defigns,  to  receive  the  donations  of  all 
charitable  and  well-difpofed  perfons  towards 
this  mod  pious  defign  :  And  through  an  elpe- 
ciai  blefling  this  work  of  the  Lord  hath  all  ahng 
projpered  in  their  hands. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  dircdts,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor.. 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  King's  Bench,  ana 
the  Lord  Chief  Juflice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  of 
the  feveral  fums  of  money  by  them  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  mani:,![^emcnt  am'  dif- 
politlon  of  the  revenues  of  the  Corporation  : 
an  Abilradt  of  winch,  and  of  their  proceedings, 
they  annually  pubiifli,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moil:  hearty  thanks  for  the 
particular    Bc\'-iefad:iGns   which   were  received

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Befides  this,  the  Society  are  at  confiderable 
expence  in  furnifhing  Miffionaries  with  books 
fora  Library,  as  well  as  Bibles,  Prayer-books,  and 
fmall  religious  Tra(5ts,  to  diftribute  among  their 
people,  as  occafions  require ;  and  in  Gratuities 
for  extraordinary  fervices.  And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  from  their  Miffionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  ftate 
of  their  feveral  Miflions,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  publifti  the  folLwing  Abftrad  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  from  the  Mif- 
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Newfoundland. 

The  Rev.  David  Rowland,  Missionary  at 
St.  John's,  continued  to  give  the  same  favour- 
?ijle  account  of  the  state  of  his  parish  ;  large 
and  attentive  congregations  assembled  every 
Sunday  in  his  Church.  The  district  committee 
established  last  year  in  aid  of  the  Society  for 
promoting  Christian  Knowledge  meets  with 
great  encouragement,  and  considerable  benefit 
had  already  been  derived  from  the  distribution 
of  the  religious  books  and  tracts  procured 
through  their  exertions. 


The  Newfoundland  marriage  act,  passed  In 
the   last  Session,    had   checked   the     growing 
evils  arising  from  the  irregularities  in   the  cele- 
bration of  that  holy  rite,  from  which  the  most 
serious   inconveniences   might  have  been  ap- 
prehended ;  late  in   the  autumn  Mr.  Rowland 
embarked  for  England,    having   left  the  Rev. 
Mr.    Grantham   in  charge  of  his   parish,  with 
whose  services  the  inhabitants  have  expressed 
the  greatest  satisfaction.     Since  Mr.  Rowland's 
departure  from  the  Island,   two  alarming  and 
extensive  conflagrations  have  occurred,  which 
have    consumed   a   considerable   part    of   the 
Town,  and  destroyed  a  large  proportion  of  the 
stores   collected  for   the  winter.     Under  these 
circumstances,  Mr.  Grantham  found  his  situa- 
tion 
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turn  still  more  laborious,  and  his  difficulties 
much  increased ;  but  he  is  determined  to  use 
his  utmost  endeavours  to  discharge  the  impor- 
tant duties  attached  to  the  Office  of  Missionary 
so  as  to  secure  the  approbation  of  the  Society.* 
The  Notitia  contains,  Baptisms  70;  Mar- 
riages 42;   Burials  (JO;  Communicants  80. 

The   Rev.   Frederick   Hamilton  Carrington 
^Missionary  at  Harbor  Grace,   reports,  that  the 
Church  at  Carboneer,  which  place  forms  part  of 
JiisMission,  is  so  far  completed,  that  Divine  Ser- 
vice had  been  performed  in  it  several  times:  in 
consequence  of  which  he  had  drawn   for  tlie 
gratuity  of  £bO,  which  the  Society  had  voted 
in  aid  of  the  expences  of  the  building.     The 
Church  at  Harbor  Grace  had   been  destroyed 
last  year  by  fire,   and  the  lowest  estimate  for 
rebuilding  it,   amounted  to  the  sum  of  ^2400; 
the  greatest  exertions  have  been  made  to  raise 
this  surn    by  subscription   among  the  resident 
population;  but  in  consequence  of  the  severe 
losses  sustained    by  many  of   the   merchants 
through   the  reduced  price  of  fish,    and   the 
severity  of   the  last  winter,   when    they  were 
called  upon  to  support  an   almost  starving   po- 
pulation at  the  exi)ence  of  £1500,  it  had  been 
found  impossible  to  collect  more  than  X'lOOO 
towards   the   expences  of  the   building.     The 
Society,   under  these  circumstances,   have  been 
mduced  to  extend  their  bounty  to   the   highest 
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sum  ever  granted  for  such  purports,  i.h'l  have 
authorized  the  Ci.Lrrhwardens  to  diav  ,pon 
the  Treasurer  for  i.-o:),  whenever  the  LuiMintr 
IS  ht  for  tlie  performance  of  Divine  Worsiup 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  tbe  Missionary, 
the  Society  have  appointed  Mr.  Williams,  behool- 
master  at  Robert's  Bay,  who  has  engaged  to 
read  the  Church  of  England  Prayers  mornin.. 
and  evennig.  ® 

The  Rev.  John  Clinch,  Missionary  at  Trinity 
i3ay,  laments  the  uncertainty  which   still  exists 
respecting   the   rebuilding  the   Church.      The 
estimate  amounts  to  ^lOOO,   but  not  more  than 
XI 00  has  as  yet  been  raised;   few  of  the  mer- 
chants have  come  forward,  but  no  doubt  thev 
wou  d,  were  there  a  probability  that  the  building 
would  be  erected.     Great  distress  has  been  oc- 
ca.ioned  in  every  part  of  the  Island  by  the  low 
price  ot  tish,   and   the  length   and  severity  of 
the  last  winter;  provisions  also  were  very  scarce 
during  that  period,  and   every  article  of  con- 
sumption  immoderately  dear.     In  the  hope  of 
stimulating  the  people  of  Trini/y,  to  the  same 
exertions  that  liave  been   manifested  in  other 
districts,   the  Society  have  granted   the  sum  of 
^10-),   ,n  aid   ot  the  expences  attending  the 
erection  ol  the  Church.  ^ 

nf  Jljfn'w '""l^  population  of  the  Bay  is  estimated 
a  4000  Souls,  and  within  a  few  years  they  were 
almost  exclusively  members  of  the  Church  of 
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England,  but  lately  some  fanatic  preachers 
have  made  considerable  progress  there,  as  well 
as  in  other  parts;  there  are  nine  places  of  pub- 
lic worship  within  the  precincts  of  the  Biy 
at  Silly  Cove  and  Bonaventura,  the  School- 
master reads  prayers  morning  and  evening. 

The  Rev.  Jolin  Leigh  arrived  at  St.  John's 
early  ;n  the  month  of  September,  18I(>,  and 
proceeded  with  the  first  opportunity  to  his  ulti- 
mate destination  ;  in  his  passage  to  Twilllngate 
hp  disenibaikcd  at  Fogo,  where  lie  found  a 
small  Ciurch,  and  the  Service  regularly  per- 
fo'mc(<  by  an  old  man  aged  78,  who  enjoys  a 
salary  from  the  Government  of  =£15.  Mr 
Le'oh  was  the  first  Clergyman  that  ever  ap^ 
pa.vd  Oil  the  Island.  The  Children  had  been 
bapDzed  b  this  venerable  man,  and  it  was  not 
deemed  adviseable  to  rebaptize  them.  On  the 
3d  of  October  he  arrived  at  Twillingate,  where 
he  found  the  inhabitants  ready  to  receive  him, 
-and  apparently  willin^^  ^-  make  him  comfortable 
and  happy;  there  was  no  parsonage-house,  but 
he  was  sufficiently  well  accommodated  in 
apartments  belonging  to  Mr.  Colbourne,  the 
principal  merchant. 

Tlie  Church  is  not  yet  finished,  and  as  soon 
as  the  building  is  reported  fit  for  Divine  Service, 
It  is  proposed  to  begin  the  parsonage-house; 
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the  two  buildings,  it  is  estimated,  will  cost  not 
less  than  o£2500.  The  population  is  attached 
principally  to  the  Church  ;  within  a  few  years 
a  small  dissenting  congregation  has  been  col- 
lected ;  but  it  is  confidently  expected  that  they 
will  soon  return  to  the  principles  and  doctrines 
of  the  Episcopal  Establishment.  At  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Leigh,  the  Society  have  furnished 
him  with  an  adequate  supply  of  national  school 
books,  slates,  &c.  to  enable  him  to  establish  a 
school  upon  the  Madras  system,  from  which 
he  has  formed  the  greatest  expectations,  as 
it  is  well  known  to  operate  both  upon  young 
and  the  old  in  favour  of  morality  and  religion. 

Although  Twillingate  and  Fogo  are  con- 
sidered as  one  district,  yet,  in  an  Ecclesiastical 
point  of  view,  it  will  be  necessary  to  separate 
them,  as  the  distance  renders  it  impossible  for 
persons  inhabiting  the  several  parts  to  attend  at 
one  place  of  public  worship.  At  Moreton's 
Harbour  and  Exploit's  Burnt  Island,  it  is  intended 
to  erect  churches,  where  good  congregations 
can  be  collected.  The  Notitia  since  his  ar- 
rival contains — Twillingate,  Baptisms  30 ;  Mar- 
riages 7  ;  Burials  1 4.  Fogo,  Baptisms  1 3 ;  Mar- 
riages 8  ;  Burials  8.  In  some  letters  of  a 
later  date,  Mr.  Leigh  complains  that  the 
people  had  not  fulfilled  their  engagements  with 
him,  but  he  was  not  without  hopes  that  they 
would  be   prevailed  upon  to  make  good  the 
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promises  which  they  voluntarily  entered  into 
with  the  Governor:  nearly  one  half  the  popu- 
lation  atteiirl  divine  service,  and  he  has  reason 
to  hehevp  that  his  exertions  have  already  met 
with  some  success. 


Nova  Scotia. 

The  severity  of  the  climate  had  aflected  the 
Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia's  health  to  such  a  deo-rce, 
that  it  was  deemed  absolutely  necessary  for*  his 
Lordship  to  leave  the  province  during  the  win- 
ter months,  in  the  hope  that  his  i    live  air  would 
so  flu-  restore  his  constitution  that  he  rnio-ht  re- 
turn to  his  ciiocese   in  the  spring.     Previously 
to  his  embarkation  for  England,  his  Lordship 
had  the  satistaction  of  meeting  his  clergy,  when, 
with   the  utmost  difficulty,  he  performed  the 
pffices  of  visitation,  contirmation,  and  ordina- 
tion.     Upon   his   Lordship's  recommendation, 
the  Society  have  extended  the  number  of  exhi- 
bitions at  the  College  of  Wir.dsor  to  six,  and 
that   at  the  Academy  to  eioht.     Great  advan- 
tages have  already  been  derived  from  the  estab- 
hshment  of    these  schoLrships,     both    te   the 
parents  of  the  young  men,  who  have  thus  been 
enabled  to  meet  the  expences  of  education,  and 
to  the  religious  state  of  the  country  in  the  supply 
of  Clergymen    to   the  vacant  Missions.     This 
infant  establishment  has  already  sent  forth  three 
valuable  young  men,  who  are  now  discharging 
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the  iniporlant  duties  of  Christian  Ministers;  and 
tlic  Society  look  (brward  v\ith  the  utmost  con- 
fidence to  the  provision  which  has  'hus  heen 
made  for  a  constant  supply  of  ahlc  and  learned 
Missionaries. 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Inglis,  Ecclesiastical  Commi'-i 
saryand  Missionary  at  St.  Paul's,  Halifax,    re- 
ports, that  he  took  possession  of  his  respectable 
and  populous  Mission,  Nov.  1(),    18 Iff,  where, 
although  his  labours  are  great  and  oppressive,  he 
is  not  without  encouragement  to  every  exertion 
he  can  make:  he  is  in  perfect  harnionv  with 
all  the  people,  and  receives  every  kind  of  atten- 
tion he  can  desire.     'J  he  congregation  on  Sun- 
days frequently  amount  'to  1500,  and  on  Wed- 
nesdays and  Fridays  seldom  less  than  100.     The 
Xotitia,  from  the  date  on  which  he  to  k  charge 
of  the  Mission,  to  Jannary  1,    1817,  contauis. 
Baptisms    251;  Marriages    127;    Burials    107; 
Communicants,     Chrisimas    Day,    200.      The 
Catechumens  of  both  sexes  are  numerous,  and 
regular  in  attending  to  the  instructions  which 
Dr.  Inglis  endeavours  to  adapt  to  their  various 
ages  and  progress. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Twining,  son  of  the  Mis- 
sionary at  Rawdon,  and  who  had  lately  con- 
ducted the  School  at  Windsor  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Governors,  has  undertaken  the  Office  of 
Assistant  to  Dr.  Inglis  in  the  arduous  duties  of 
his  extensive  Mission. 

It 
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It  is  with  'lingular  pleasure  aiul  satisfaction 
that  the  Society  have  heard  of  the  complete 
success  with  which  their  exertions  in  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Madras  system  of  education  into 
the  North  American  Colonies  have  bee  i  crown- 
ed. Mr.  West's  character,  skill,  and  diligence, 
have  fully  justified  the  high  recommendations 
which  he  brought  with  him,  and  the  arran<'-e- 
ment  of  his  school,  and  the  progress  of  iiis 
scholars,  have  already  c  cecded  the  expecta- 
tions that  were  indulged. 

A  very  liberal  subsc  'ption  has  been  raised 
under  the  patronage  of'theEarlof  Dalhousie 
and  the  .wo  Houses  of  Assembly,  amountln"- 
to  more  than  c£'100O,  and  a  school-room  of 
considerable  dimensions  was  immediately  be- 
gun ;  great  progress  had  been  made  in  the 
works,  and  expectations  were  formed  that  it 
might  be  opened  «^prly  in  January,  1S18:  be- 
tween two  and  three  hundred  scholars  attended 
fcgula.^y. 

It  had  been  deemed  expedient  to  extend  the 
insiruction  given,  to  Grammar,  Geography,  and 
French,  as  children  of  die  lirst  respectability, 
whose  parents  were  desirous  of  benefiting  by 
the  establishment,  frequently  applied  for  ad- 
mission under  a  moderaie  charge.  This  exten- 
sion of  the  branchv?s  of  education  has  not  been 
found  to  interfere  with  the  principal  object  of 
the  Institution,  the  gratuitous  education  of  the 
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lower  order     Schools  upon  the  national  system

Rev.  Mr.  Mullidge,  had  faithfully  discharged 
for  many  years  the  arduous  duties  of  the  ex- 
tensive Mission  of  Granville,  and  the  Society 
felt  that  the  claims  of  an  old  and  laithful  Servant 
were  fully  entitled  to  the  preierence,  where 
any  wish  was  expressed  for  a  change. 

The     Rev.    William    King,    Missionary    at 
Windsor,  reports,  that  the  congregation  is  very 
respectable  and  numerous;   within  the  last  year 
a  handsome  suit  of  Church  furniture  had  been 
presented   by  the   late  Mrs  Ellis,  widow  of  a 
former  Missionary;  an  equally  handsome  set  of 
Church   books   had    been    presented  by   Mrs. 
Pranklin,  and  a  Bell  by  the  Honorable  the  Chief 
Justice,  who  had  directed,  at  his  own  expence, 
the  front  Gallery  to  be  fitted  np  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  Students  of  the  College,  and  a 
division  of  one  of  the  side  Galleries  for  the  Boys 
at   the  Academy.     The  Notitia  contains.  Bap- 
tisms 31  ;  Marriages  14;  Burials  13;  Commu- 
nicants 39. 


The  Rev,  Doctor  Cochran,  Missionary  at 
Falmouth,  reports,  that  during  the  Summer 
months,  very  resi)ectable  and  numerous  con- 
gregations attend  the  Church;  but  in  the  Winter, 
the  numbers  arc  generally  much  diminished. 
Kotwithstanding  all  liis  endeavours  both  from  the 
pulpit,  and  in  his  private  exhortations,  to  impress 
the  people  under  his  care  with  the  great  sinful- 
ness of  ne^lcctmg  the  communion,  he  has    to 
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lament  that  hitherto   they  have  been  without 
eltect.  Dunng   the    Jong   vaeations,  under  the 
sanetion  of  the  Bishop,  he  has  visited  several  of 
tlie  vaeant  Missions,   where  he  has  found  an 
anxious  and  uicreasing  desire  for  resident  iMinis- 
ters.   At  Cumberland,  Tarrsborough,  and  Sack- 
^lile.    New    Brunswiek,    tliere  appears    to  be 
every  disposition  among  the   people  to  exert 
tliemselves  m  ereeting  newChurehes,  or  in  re- 
pairing   old    ones ;    provided   they    were    en- 
couraged m  the  hope  that  their  wishes  would  be 
attended  to.     The  Society  wilhngly  lend  them- 
selves  to  these  pleasing  expectations,  and  have 
given  the   strongest  assurances,  that  they  will 
nieet  the  proposals  from  every  ]xart  of  the  coun- 
try, with    a  disposition   to  furnish  the   people 
with  Missionaries;  but  it  is  expected,  that  some 
proo   ot  tlieir   desire   for  religious  instruction, 
sliould  be  maniiVsted  by  their  readiness  to  con- 
tribute m  some  measure  towards  the  accommo- 
dation and  maintenance  of  their  Minister. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Nonis,  Missionary  at  Corn- 
walhs,  reports,  that  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Fox, 
the  School-master,  ihougli  several  applications 
had  been  miide  to  him,  he  liad  abstained  from  re- 
commending to  the  Society  a  successor,  as  there 
was  no  School  v\  ithln  tlie  Mission  appropriated 
to  the  Church,  or  over  which  he  had  any  con- 
n-oul.  Much  benelit  is  exj)cctcd  to  be  derived 
bom  the  transfer  of  the  salary  to  the  present 
Clerk,    Mr.  Charles  Star,  who  "has  engaged   to 
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officiate  as  Catechi^.  There  is  a  very  neat 
church  at  CorPiWallis,  at  thiics  mucli  frcquentecl, 
although  there  are  few  professed  Members  of 
the  Establif^linient ;  at  Morton,  a  church  is  build- 
ing. Tlie  Xotitia  for  two  years  contains,  Bap- 
tisms 25  ;   Marriages  34. 


The  Rev.  ^Ir.  Edwin  Gilpin  has  lately  been 
appointed  to  the  Mission  of  Aylesford  ;  this  gen- 
tleman was  ordained  Priest  last  summer,  by  the 
Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  having  passed  through 
his  academical  studies  under  the  protection  of 
the  Society,  with  the  greatest  credit  to  himself, 
and  satislaetion  to  the  heads  of  the  College,  at 
Windsor.  The  expectation  which  the  Society 
liad  formed  of  the  u;reat  advantasfes  to  be  dc- 
rivcd  from  that  eslablisliment  arc  rapidly  realiz- 
ing. It  has  already  furnidicd  three  valuable 
Missionaries  for  the  Service  of  the  Church,  in 
the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  who  are  devoting 
themselves  with  zeal  and  industry  to  the  interest 
of  religion,  in  their  several  appointments.  In- 
dependently of  his  duties  at  Aylesford,  Wilmot 
engages  the  attention  of  Mr.  Gilpin  every  third 
Sunday,  where  a  small  congregation  is  collected, 
which  would  rapidly  increase,  were  a  zealous 
Clergyman  resident  in  the  district.  The  Notitia 
at  Aylesford  contains,  Baptinis  2.9;  Marriages  2; 
Burials  3  ;  Communicants  21.  Wilmot,  Bap- 
tisms 8  ;  Marriages  4;  Communicants  8.  Tlie 
parishioners  have  engaged  to  build  a  parsonage- 
house  during  the  ensuing  summer,  on  a  spot  of 
ground  adjoining  the  Church.

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The  Revi  Roger  VietSj  Missionary  at  Digby, 
had  again  visited  Yarmouth,  and  Grand  Passage, 
\vhere  the  great  majority  of  the  inhabitants  are 
Anabaptists;  the  congregation  at  Digby  has 
suffered  no  perceptible  alteration ;  although 
many  persons  have  lately  fixed  their  residence 
at  tl  M  place  not  one  of  them  is  a  member  of 
the  ^urcli.  Tlie  Society's  schools  are  doing 
well ;  boHi  Mr.  Holt  and  Mrs.  Foreman,  give 
great  satisfax^tion.  A  Bell  has  lately  been  put  up 
in  the  ChurcK.  purchased  by  the  legacy  of  the 
late  Admiral  Digby;  the  Gallery  has  likewise 
been  painted,  and  Pews  erected  in  it.  The  Notiiia 
contains.  Baptisms  74;  Marriages  17  ;  Burials  7. 

The  Rev.  Roger  Aitken,  Missionary  at  Lu- 
hdnburgh,  reached  his  destination  about  the 
middle  of  June;  the  Church  appears  to  be  in 
very  good  condition,  but  is  not  sufficiently  large 
to  accommodate  all  those  who  wish  to  attend  di- 
vine service ;  last  year  he  proceeded  to  the  head 
of  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  170  miles  distant  from 
Moose  Island,  (where  he  had  been  engaged  in 
the  duty  of  that  place)  on  a  ^ns'it  to  the  vacant 
Mission  of  Cumberland,  whe.  le  preached,  and 
administered  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  several 
persons.  His  Notltia  at  the  several  places  con- 
tains, Baptisms  43  ;  Marriages  10;  Burials  8. 


The  Rev.  William  Twining,    Missionary  at 
Rawdon    and  Douglas*  reports,  that  the  con- 
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gregations  at  the  several  Churches  under  his 
care,  continue  to  increase  in  number  and  re- 
spectability. Colonel  Smith,  of  Douglas,  had 
presented  the  Church  at  Rawdon  with  a  service 
of  Communion  Plate,  and  Sir  John  Sherbrooke, 
before  his  removal  to  Quebec,  gave  =£'50  to- 
wards the  expences  of  erecting  a  steeple. 

Since  Newport  has  been  connected  with 
Rawdon,  and  the  weekly  duties  performed 
regularly,  the  congregation  has  increased,  and 
the  people  are  thankful  for  the  attention  they 
receive.  The  Society  have,  however,  been  able 
to  provide  for  the  duties  at  Newport  more  satis- 
factorily. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  President  oi  the  Col- 
lege at  Windsor,  has  undertaken  the  charge  of 
that  parish ;  this  arrangement  will  relieve  Mr. 
Twin'ng  from  tL.^  most  arduous  part  of  his 
duty,  and  the  people  at  Newport  will  derive 
the  inestimable  benefit  of  the  regular  and  con- 
stant attendance  of  the  President  of  the  College. 

The  Notitia  at  Rawdon  contains.  Baptisms 
26;  Marriages  i^O;  Burials  6;  Communicants, 
Rawdon  24;  Newport  18. 

On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  Ingles, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Wright  has  been  appoujted  to 
the  Mission  of  Chester;  no  communication 
has  been  received  from  this  Gentleman  since 
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he  took  possession  of  the  Mission ;  but  the  So- 
ciety look  with  confidence  to  the  favourable  re- 
sult of  his  exertions,  from  the  great  respectabi- 
lity of  his  character,  and  the  good  opi?iion 
entertained  of  him  by  the  Bishop  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  his  Lordship, 
and  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  inhabitants, 
the  old  Mission  of  Preston  has  been  revived, 
under  the  name  of  Dartmouth,  and  Mr.  Charles 
Ingles  appointed  to  it.  Ihis  settlement,  where 
a  very  numerous  population  has  been  collected, 
is  situated  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  harbour 
at  Halifax,  and  holds  out  the  prospect  of  be^ 
coming,  in  a  short  time,  one  ot  the  most  im- 
portant places  in  the  province.  Among  the 
laborious  duties  of  the  Mission  at  Halifax,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Stanser,  while  Rector  of  St.  Paul's, 
and  his  present  successor,  devoted  some  part  of 
their  time  to  the  occasional  performance  of 
divine  service  at  Dartmouth,  but  the  increasing 
population  pn  both  sides  of  the  water,  will 
demand  the  undivided  attention  of  their  re» 
spective  Missionaries;  the  greatest  exertions 
have  been  made  by  the  friends  of  the  establish* 
ment;  a  considerable  subscription  has  been 
raised  for  defraying  the  expences  attending  the 
erection  of  the  Churdh,  which,  it  is  expected 
will  be  in  readiness  for  divine  service  early  in 
May,  1818. 
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New  Brunswick. 

The  Rev.  George  Mountain,  previously  to 
his  departure  from  Fredericton,  where  his  ab- 
sence has  been  universally  regretted,  reported 
that  the  Mission  continued  in  the  same  favour- 
able state  as  when  he  wrote  last.  Considerable 
additions  had  been  made  to  the  Church,  and 
improvements  both  externally  and  internally; 
several  collections  had  been  raised,  with  a  view 
to  furnish  the  poorer  class  with  religious  books; 
these  have  been  distributed  through  the  means 
of  Mr.  Somerville,  throughout  the  districts  ad- 
joining Fredericton;  the  vestry  have  presented 
the  old  pulpit  and  communion  plate  to  the 
Churchwardens  of  Queenborough,  where  great 
exertions  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  a 
Church.  Some  difficulties  have  occurred  in 
supplying  the  place  of  Mr.  Mountain;  the 
importance  of  the  situation,  as  the  seat  of  Go- 
vernment in  the  Province,  requires  peculiar 
care  in  the  selection  of  a  proper  person,  who 
would  be  Ukely  to  prove  acceptable  to  the  in- 
habitants, as  well  as  zealous  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty.  Mr.  Milne,  who  during  the  last 
two  years  has  been  engaged  in  endeavouring 
to  introduce  the  national  system  of  education 
into  the  North  American  Provinces,  has  under- 
taken the  charge  of  the  parish  pro  tempore, 
until  the  final  decision  of  the  Society  be  made 
known. 
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The  manitest  superiority  of  the  national  sys- 
tem of  education,  as  exhibited  at  Halifax,  under 
the  instruetions  of  Mr.  West,  had  created  such 
a  sensation  throughout  the  two  Provinces  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  that  appli- 
cations had  been  transmitted  to  the  Committee 
from  all  quarters,  for  permission  to  sei^d  the  se- 
veral Schoolmasters  to  Halifax  to  acquire  a 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  plan,  for  the  in- 
troduction of  it  into  their  respective  schools. 

It  appeared  to  be  peculiarly  desirable  to  form 
a  similar  establishment  at  St.  John's,  New  Bruns- 
wick ;  and  the  Rev.  George  Pidgeon,  Mission- 
ary at  that  place,  informs  the  Society,  that, 
under  the  patronage  of  his  Excellency  the  Go- 
vernor, great  exertions  have  been  made,  and 
considerable  subscriptions  have  been  raised,  for 
the  erection  of  a  School-house,  and  the  support 
of  a  Schoolmaster  of  adequate  abilities,  to  form 
a  central  Institution  for  the  example  of  the 
surrounding  districts.  The  Society  view  with 
satisfaction  the  rapid  progress  of  this  powerful 
instrimient  for  tlie  religious  education  of  the 
lower  orders,  and  have  not  hesitated  to  encou- 
rage the  undertaking  by  an  adequate  supply 
of  books,  and  by  an  engagement  to  allow  a 
moderate  salary  to  the  Schoolmaster.*  Mr. 
Pidgeon  reports  favourably  of  the  state  of  his 
Mission.  The  congregation  increases,  a  Choir 
of  Singers  has  lately  been  formed,  whose  per- 
formances add  much  to  the  solemnity  and  at- 
traction 
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traction  of  the  service.     The  Notitia  contains. 
Baptisms  37  ;  Marriages  b2^ ;  Burials  15. 

The  Rev.  Elias  Scovil  reports,  that  notw^ith- 
standing  the  heavy  labours  of  his  own  parishes, 
Kingston,  Ilanipton,  and  Springfield,  he  has 
occasionally  visited  Greenwich  and  Westfield, 
where  he  met  with  attentive  and  respectable 
congregations.  At  both  »'^ese  places  subscript, 
tions  have  been  raised  for  the  repair  of  their  re- 
spective Churches,  and  the  people  are  anxious 
to  be  provided  with  resident  Ministers.  At 
Hampton  great  exertions  have  been  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  Church,  which,  it  is  expected, 
will  be  open  shortly  after  Christmas.  This  place, 
together  with  Norton,  an  adjoining  parish, 
would  form  a  desirable  Mission,  and  the  Society 
have  signified  their  readiness  to  meet  the  wishes 
of  the  people,  and  afford  them  every  encou- 
ragement they  may  appear  to  deserve.

The  Rev.  Samuel  Andrews  still  continues  the 
laborious  duties  of  his  parish  to  the  utmost  ex^ 
tent  of  his  powers;  and  though  he  is  utterly 
unable  to  attend  in  any  degree  to  the  outward 
parishes,  where  fanaticism  has  made  consider- 
able progress,  yet  he  has  infinite  satisfaction 
in  reflecting  that  his  feeble  exertions  have  not 
been  without  success  in  St.  Andrew's.     All  his 
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endeavours  to  procure  an  Assistant  have  been 
ineffectua  :  some  hopes  of  success  in  this  great 
object  of  his  wishes  were  grounded  upon  a  cor- 
respondcnce  with  Mr.  Rutledge,  of  Glasgow 
but  tliey  have  been  disappointed.  ' 

The  Rev.  Frederick  l)i  W'ee  laments,  that  the 
completion  of  the  Church  at  Queenboroudi, 
wliich  promised  to  be  at  an  early  date,  has  been 
delayed,  notwithstanding  the  iibcrai  grant  of 
the  Society.  The  failure  of  the  crops  for  the 
two  last  seasons  have  so  impoverished  the  people 
that  they  could  not  find  means  to  provide  for 
the  further  expences  of  the  building.  These 
circumstances  arc  much  to  be  lamented,  as 
Queenborough  is  the  centre  of  a  numerous  po- 
pulation, entirely  destitute  of  any  place  of  re- 
ligious  worship.  The  congregation  at  Wood- 
stock  continues  to  increase,  and  is  very  respect-

Stewart,  Missionary  at  Kingston,  he  has  been 
turnished  with  a  considerable  supply  of  Indian 
Prayer-bboks  for  the  use  of  the  Mohawks  A 
version  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark  into  that  lan- 
guage has  been  for  many  years  bound  up  to- 
gether with  the  Common  Prayer,  and  expecta- 
tion? 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Sirahan,  Missionary  at  York^ 
reports,  that  in  the  month  of  September,   1816, 
the  foundation-stone  of  a  new  Church  was  Jaid, 
with  much  solemniiy,  by  his  Excellency  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  Gore,  at  a  place  distant  about 
eight  miles  from  York.    At  the  date  of  his  letter, 
Aug.  17,  the  building  was  completed,  and  divine 
service  had  been  repeatedly  performed  in   it. 
Dr.  Strahan  had  engaged  to  attciul   there  once 
in  the  month,  until  the  people  were  provided 
with  a  resident  Clergyman.     The  congregation 
is  numerous  ;  more  than  eighty  persons"  have 
been  baptized,  the  greater  part  adults ;  nine  at- 
tended the  last  Communion.     Deputations  from 
several  places   in   the  neighbourhood  have  ear- 
nestly requested  his  occasional  attendance,  which 
he  gives  as  often  as  his  more  immediate  duties 
will  allow.     Nothing  is  wanting  to  the  increase 
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tions  have  been  raised  that  the  remaining  Gos- 
pels will  shortly  be  translated.  The  Society 
have  warmly  expressed  theii-  readiness  to  en- 
courage so  laudable  an  undertaking,  and  they 
entertain  great  hopes  that  no  impediments  will 
be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  prosecution  of 
this  important  object.  The  congregation  at 
Kingston  continues  to  increase.  The  Reader 
and  Catechibt  to  the  Indians  do  their  duly  to  his 
satisfaction.

The  Rev.  John  Jackson,  Missionary  at  Wil- 
liam Henry,  announces  the  formation  of  a  very 

flourishing 
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flourishing  settlement  at  DrumondvilJe,  distant 
from  his  residence,  by  the  nearest  practicable 
road,  45  miles ;  he  has  made  several  visits  to  the 
place,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  people  an 
opportunity  of  atf^^nding  public  worship,  and 
administering  the  Sacraments.  They  appear  to 
be  very  favourably  disposed  to  the  Church  Es- 
tablishment, and  attentive  to  its  Ordinances ;  at 
his  last  visit  he  was  present  at  the  opening  of  a 
very  !  ^.dsr  me  Church.  The  Notitia  for  18 
month,  contains,  B'-')tisms  24  ;  Marriages  24  ; 
Burials  11.  Th^^  grcaicr  number  belonged  to. 
the  new  settlement.  Among  tlie  Baptisms  are 
two  Indian  children  from  the  shores  of  Lr.ke 
Winnipeg. 

Two  Canadians  have  lately  joined  the  con- 
gregation ;  they  can  both  read ;  a  circumstance 
to  which  tliey  attribute  their  conversion.

The  Rev.  Caleb  Cotton,  Missionary  at  Dtm-
